Surratt repealed a short prayer, to which 
I'uyua, who was sealed nest to her, atton- 
tively listened. Tho minisler who ,liad been 
attending ou Puyno uxprestad iu tho name ul 
the latter his sincere thanks lo Gen. Hatl- 
roupt, officers end aoldiois who hod charge of 
him, for Iheir personal kindness, ,.'i^ey had 
not uttered an unkind word nor given an un- 
pleasant look or gesture, and seemed to havo 
cnmpassion for liia misery.
